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ABSTRACT 

This report provides a comprehensive picture of total 
federal financial support for education for fiscal years 1980 through 
1988. Outlays were used in this report rather than obligations, with 
the exception of academic research at institutions of higher 
education. Federal support for education tails into three categories: 
on-budget support, off-budget support, and federal zax expenditures. 
This report also shows current and constant dollar comparisons, based 
on the composite deflator from the United States Office of Management 
and Budget. Nine text tables, three charts, and six detailed tables 
are included.

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Highli^ts 



The Federal Government pruvicSes substantial support for education well beyorri 
programs funded thrcxigh the Departiient of Education. Federal support for 
education in fiscal year (Fi) 1988 is estimated at $72.2 billion, an increase 
of $18.8 billiai, or 35 percent, since 1980 (see table A). 

o For n 88, estimated Federal support for education was $43.3 billion for 
on-budget si?]port— an increase of 26 percent since 80; $13.1 billion, or 
an increase of 142 percent, for off-budget support (which goes exclusively 
for postseoondary education) ; and $15.8 billion, or 15 perx^ent for Federal 
tax e^qjenditures. 

o Between FY 80 and FY 88, Federal program funds for elementary and secondary 
education increased 16 percent; postseooncJary education fundj increased 1 
percent (for on-budget support only) ; other education support (which 
includes libraries, museums, cultural activities, arxi miscellaneous 
research) , increased 101 percent; and support for academic research at 
institutions of hi^er educaticai increased 81 percent. 

o Between FY 80 and FY 88, the D^iartment of Bducaticai's (ED) outlays 
increased 44 percent from $13.1 billic»i to $18.9 billion. ED's share of 
total Federal on-budget si^^port also rose fron 38 percent for FY 80 to 44 
percent for FY 88. 

o In FY 80, 87, and 88, Federal outlays were distributed acixjss levels and

Introductic3n 



This report attertpts to provide a caiprehensive pic±ure of total 
Federal financial si^^port for educatic»i for fiscal years 1980 throu^ 
1988.^ In order to aoocunt for all Feieral st^^port for education, 
programs having significant educaticxvLL ccnponents are included, even if 
they nave additicaial purposes. 

Assembling data cxi Federal funds for education is ocnplex for a number 
of reasons. First, Federal educatiai programs are found in dozens of 
Federal d^>artments and agencies. Althou^ scroe cOTsolidation of 
education programs in one Federal agency was aciiieved with the 
establishment of the U.S. Department of Bducaticxi (ED) in 1980, many large 
and significant Federal educati.cm programs are outside of ED. To get a 
more corplete aoocunt of Federal st?3port for education, the education 
support frcm all Federal agencies have been included. 

A second corplicating factor is that many Federal prograiis involving 
educaticxi have other primary ooncemF. For exaitple, education-related 
programs range frcm cultural activities conducted in this country and 
abroad to some major training insti' jtions, such as the Foreign Service 
Institute and the FBI Academy. Also, a variety of prcblens ranging frcm 
poverty to helping veterans are addressed, in part, throu^ Federal 
education programs. 

Third, is the off-hudget surport, vAddn is often overlooked. These 
off-budget amounts are non-Federal funds v*iich are raised as a result of 
Federal legislation (a more ocnplete discussion appears below) . 

The fourth consideration is estimated Federal tax expenditures, v*iich 
are losses in tax revenue incurred by the Federal government because of 
education deducticMis to income allcwed by Federal tax prxr/isions. 
Educaticai programs can be si^sported either by direct funding or by 
indirect funding mechanisms such as tax ej^jenditures. 

It is also iirportant to note that FY 88 data are all estimated and 
will be revised later this year for all Federal departments and agencies 
including the D^jartment of Education. These estimated FY 68 outlays are 
frcm various Federal agencies and the U.S. Offic:e of Management and 
Budget, Budget of the U.S. Government > Appendix . 

To the extent possible, outlays were used in this r^rt rather tlian 
obligations, with the exoqpticn of acadendc research at institutions of 
hitler education. CXitlays are the actual amount of dollars spent. 
aDliaations are spending coiimitments by the Federal government that will 
require outlays either iitinediately or in the near future. 



^Scme data for fiscal years 1980 throu^ 1984 have been revised since 
U.S. Dq)artroent of Education, National Center for Education Statistics, 
"Federal Support for Edacation, Fiscal years 1980 throu^ 1984" was 
published. 
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Federal support for education falls into three categories: on-budqet 
support, off-budget support, and Federal tax expenditures. 

1. On-budget Federal support is provided through prtagrams funded by 
annual Oaigressicxva appropriations. 

2. Off-twdget Federal support includes transactions of privately or 
Federally owned and controlled entities that are custonarily defined 
^ ^ ^ budget (on-budget) , but are excluded fron the 
on-tudget totals under special previsions of the law. All off-budget 
education si^i^xirt goes to postseccxidary educaticxi. The off -budget 
funds are excluded frcr, the budget because they generally do not 
result in Federal budget outlays except in the case of default. The 
projnary source of off-budget education spending is the 
Federally-sponsored Student Loan Marketing Association. Additional 
of f-bu3get si^jport canes fron college-loan revolving funds and from 
capital si^plied by financial institutions for college student loans 
covered by Federal guarantees, whicii create a contingent Federal 
liability. 

3. Federal tax expenditures are revenue losses attributable to 
provisions of the Federal tax laws that allow a specia^ exclusion, 
exenrtion or deduction frcn gross inoane or which provioe a special 
credit, a preferential rate of tax, or a deferral of tax liability 
An exanple wtxdd be charitable contributions to educational 
institutions. 

This r^rt also shews current and constant dollar ccmparisons based 
on the coiposite deflator fron the U.S. office of Management and Budget 
Historical Tables. Budget of the U .S. Govemmpjit. Fiscal Vpar i qaq. The 
inflatic»i index rose 43.6 percent between FY 80 and FY 88. Additional 
technical information appears in the Sources and Methodology section.

•lotal Fedteral st?3port for educatiOT is estimated to be $72.2 billion in F5f 88, 
an increase of $18.8 bill j on, or 35 percent, since FY 1980 (see table 1 and tablf> 
A) . This total ocnprises all types of Federal si53port for education, including 
on-hudget Federal outlays, off-budget funds generated by Federal programs, and 
estiitated Federal educaticxi tax e^qjenditures created by U,S. tax policy. Total 
Federal sipport for education is estimated to have iixn^eased $2.5 billion between F£ 
87 and FY 88. On-budget and offHxdget Federal support for educaticxi increased 
between FY 87 and FY 88, but estimated Federad tax e^qDenditures decreased. This 
$3.4 billion decraase was due mainly to the Tax Reform Act of 1986, vtiich curtailed 
tax subsidies by eliminating or restricting certain deductions ard exenptions. 

After adjustment for Lnflation, v*iich was 44 percent, total Federal sL5port for 
education shews a decline of edmost 6 percent in recti dollars between FY 80 and 
FY 88. 0ff-4)udget sipport was the cxily catsgory that showed an increase in real 
dollars — almost 68 percent between FY 80 and FY 88.

Tot2LL Federal educaticn program funds are est irv^ted to be $4?. 3 billion for 
Py 88. This figure r^resents an increase of $8.9 billicai, or 26 percent, 
since FY 80 (see table 2 and table B) . After adjustment for inflation, total 
F€d£ral program funds showed an overall decline of 12 percent between FY 80 and 
FY 88 (see table 2 and table C) - 

Elerentary and seocndary educatic»i programs accounted for the largest snare 
of Federal aid, $18.6 billiai or 43 percent in FY 88. E>5)enditures (current 
dollars) for elementary and se x»xJary education programs increased 16 percent 
between FY 80 and FY 88, but in real dollars or cOTstant dollars they declined 
19 percent. Postseoondary education programs received the second largest share 
of Federal aid, amounting to ^H-l billicxi, or 26 percent, in FY 83. In 
current dollars, postseoondary educaticsi programs increased 1 percent between 
FY 80 and FY 88, but after adjusting for inflation there was almost a 30 
percent decline. Seven percent, or about $3.1 billicai, of Federal aid is 
estimated for "other" educatiai programs, which includes libraries, museuns, 
cultural activities, and miscellaneous research. Other education prograits 
shewed an increase of 101 percent since FY 80, v*iich amounts to an increase of 
about 40 percent after adjustment for inflation. Federal si^port for research 
ocxiducted at universities and at university-administered research and 
developnent centers accounted for the balance, $10.5 billion, or 24 perxi^nt of 
the totad. Federal si^port for research also showed an increa^se of Federal 
spending in current dollars of almost 81 percent, and in real dollars alnost 26 
percent between FY 80 and FY 88.

Among Fecieral agencies, the Department of Bducaticxi (ED) is the principal 
sou"xa of edtLfccation funds in all levels except for academic research at 
educational institutions. ED's estimated FY 88 program funds were $18.9 billion 
— 44 percent of the toted (see table 3 and table C) . In terms of spending for 
researdi at laniversities, the Department Health and Human Servicec (HHS) 
provides the most — $4.1 billion, or 39 r^^rcent of the total. 

While total Federal program support for educaticai and related activities rose 
by 26 percent from FY 80 to Fif 88, education spending declined at seme Federal 
d^>artments and agencies. For example, qjending by the Veterans Administration 
declined from $2.4 billicai to $1.0 billicai, a drop of 57 percent between FY 80 and 
n 1988 (see table C) . 

Of the ten largest p^^iders of Federal educacioi program funding, only three 
of the agencies had an increase in Federal spending, after adjusting for inflation 
between FY 80 and FY 88. The three agencies v4io showed increases in real dollars 
were the D^>artment of Defense, Nationed Science Foundation, and the National 
Aercaiautics and Space Administration.

About half of the $18.6 billion spent by the Federal Government on 
elementary and seooreJari' education came fron the Department of Education (ED) . 
Sate of ED'S major programs iii elaojentary and secondary educatic»i are "Chapter 
1 grants for the disadvantaged," "Education for the handicapped," "Special 
programs/' "Inpact aid," and "Vocational and adult education." Ihe Department 
of AgrioAlture (AG) , the second largest provider for eluientary a d secondary 
education activities, funds the "Child nutrition" program, which is the largest 
single Federally ftmded elementary and seoordary educaticxi prxjgram. 

Anong other Federal agencies with substantial outlays in element xxy and 
secondary education is the Department of Defense (DOD) , which operates a large 
nuirber of schools for children v*!ose parents are staticaied overseas. Ihis 
"Overseas dependents schools" program is DOD's largest elementary and secondary 
pivjjiam. Ihe Department of Health and Human Services (HHS) funds the "Head 
Start" program for children who are disadvantaged and also provides si^jport to 
students under 19 who are covered by "Social security benefit" programs. The 
Department of labor (DOL) provides for classrocm training prtsgrans t^irough the 
"Job Training and Partnersnip Act," including the "Job Corps" program. These 
programs provide basic literacy and vocatiOTed skills training for 
educaticaially and eccxiomically disadvantaged youths. The Department of the 
Interior provides funds for educaticxi and welfare services for Indians throu^ 
the "Johnson O'Malley assistance" and the "Bureau of Indian Affairs schools" 
piOL/idms. The Veterans Administratic»i funds vocatiOTed and jcb training 
programs for service persons and veterans and also provides services to 
diildren and spouses of veterans throu^ the "Veterans Jcb Training Program" 
and "Readjustment Benefits" prograits. 

Postseoa ndary Procframs— On--Biidc pt 

The Department of Educaticai was the primary provider of aid to 
postseocMTdary educaticxi, spending $8.4 billion, or 76 percent of the $11.1 
billion spent on postseccxidary educaticai in FY 88. The largest Ffederal 
programs in postseooidary educatioi are ED's "Student financial assistance" and 
the "Guaranteed student loans" programs, which are also the largest programs in 
postseoondary educatioi. The D^artment of Defense (DOD) is the second lart^est 
provider of aid to postseoondary education, in the form of tuition assista ce 
for military personnel, cperaticai of service academies, si;?3port for the Senior 
Reserve Officer Training Corps, and professional developnent. The third 
largest provider was the Veteran's Administration (VA) , principally throurfi its 
support program for college students. The Department of Health and Human 
Services also funded substantial sums throuc^ its "Health training programs." 

Other Educatioi Programs 

Other education programs include st^port for special institutions, 
libraries, professional development caducted at specific institutes, and a 
variety of cultural activities ccxducted in this country and abroad. The 
D^artment of Education and Department of Agriculture (AG) together account for 
over three-fcurths (77 percent) of the aitlays for such programs in Fir 88. The 
largest "other" education program in FY 88 was the "Rehabilitative services and 
handicapped research" program funded through the Department of Education. Ttie 
Library of CoTgress, Agency for Intematicml Developnent, and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities edso account for substantial outlays in other 
education-related programs. 

Research at Educationeil Instituticms 

The Department of Health and Human Services (HHS) provides large amounts of 
funding for research at universities and university-sponsored research and 
develcpnent centers. In recent years, HHS has eiqjended more research furds 
than other Federal d^arbnents, exceeding $4 billic»i in FY 88. 



The Department of F^ergy (DOE) is the seoOTcl largest souroe of researdi funds. 
A steady grcwth in expenditures ty the Dqparbnent of Defense has made that 
agency the third largest provider of research funds for universities and 
related institutions. Hie National Science Foundaticxi is the only other agency 
with estimated expenditures for university researdi exceeding $1 billion in 
FY 88 (see table 4 and table C) .

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Off-Budaet Sup poTi- 



Sv^cat for educaticxi cxmes frcm on-budget and off-budget sources. The 
off-tudget funding is generated by Federal legislation that provides loan 
guarantees and subsidies to support loan capital raised thrtxigh private 
scuroes. The capital for the Direct Stixtent Laan prtsgram, on the other hand, 
IS g«>erated by Federal and student repayments of principal. Although 
off-fcwdget prograins are excluded from on-budget totals by law, they can create 
a oontongent Federal liability, ihey may add to the Federal government 
deficit, v*uch has to be financed by taxes, borrowing, or other means because 
of loan defaults and subsidies. All education-related off-budget support 
occurs in the area of postseoondary education. 

Some $13.1 billion in off-budget funds— dollars that are generated by 
Federal education prograins but do not appear in the U.S. Budget— benefited 
postseOTndary students and institutiois of higher educatioi in FY 88. This 
off-budget si^part amcunted to over 18 percent of the total Federal si^iport for 
education. Off -budget si^iport oonbined with on-buJget postseoondary education 
programs (excluding research) amounted to $24.2 billion in FY 88, almost 34 
percent of the total spent on education (see table 5 and table A) . 

Off-budget prograins reflect student loans made with Federal interest 
subsidies paid to banks and other lending agencies, ifrder the Guaranteed 
Student lisan program, new student loans totaling $12.2 billion were made in 
FY 88. The Direct Student Loan program accounted for an additional $.7 billion 
worth of low-cost loans to financially needy students. The latter were made 
with rev Iving funds sustained by payments on outstanding student loans as well 
as by funds frcm instituticxis of hi^ier education (IHEs) that match a portion 
of Federal contributions. The State Student Incentive Grant program also 
provided students with $.1 billicxi in State itatching grants in FY 88. Under 
the Work-Study program, enployer ccxTtributions to student earnings amounted to 
over $.1 billioi.

Federal sc?]port for education edso canes indirectly, w/th the U.S. tax code 
serving as the v^cle. For exanple, deductions allowed for State and local taxes 
— major souroes of local educaticxi funding — on Federal inocroe tax returns affect 
Federal revenues and are kncwn as tax esqpenditures by the Federal Government. At 
the same time, they reduce the burden of sc±k)o1 sc?]port on individual ta5q>ayers. 
Other forms of Federal education tax expenditures include deductions of charitable 
contributions to educational institutiais; e3a:lusians of scholarships, fellowships, 
and GI Bill benefits frcti taxable inocroe; persOTEd exenption status on parents' 
Federad inocne taxes for dependent students over 19 years of age; and exerrption from 
Federal taxes of interest inocroe from State and local school bmds and sttdent loan 
bonds. 

Altogether, Federal tax ejqjenditures are estimated at $15.8 billion in FY 88, 
over $2 billion, or 15 percent more than in FY 80; however. Federal tax expenditures 
for education in FY 88 shewed a decline of $3.4 biJlion, or 18 percent from FY 87 
(see table 6 and table A) . The reason for the decline was the Tax Reform Act of 
1986, viucAl curtailed tax subsidies in several ways. First, it eliminated or 
restricted certain deductions and e^reanoptions. Second, increases in the standard 
deduct icai have turned many itemizers into nonitemizers, reducing the subsidy value 
of such items as the deductibility of local school property taxes. And third and 
inost important, marginal tax rates have been reduced, shifting taxpayers into Icwer 
brackets and Icwering the value of all remaining deductions, exclusions, and 
exenpticxis.'^ 

The reason for referring to these subsidies as "tax eiqjenditures" is that the 
benefits provided by the Federcd Government throu^ tax preterenoes are equivalent 
to benefits that could be provided in the form of direct Federal outlays for 
education. This is why Federal ejq^enditures or tax subsidies should be taken into 
account viien assessing the Federal financial si^port in education.

Not all Federal ecJucation support goes to schools, colleges, universities or 
other traditional educational institutions. Sane goes directly to students (for 
out-of-podcet expenses) , sane to banks (to pay interest subsidies on guaranteed 
loai^, sane for direct Federal services (such as military academies or overseas 
dependents' schools) , and sane for other institutions such as libraries or 
museums. 

/TT..^^?if^ °^ Federal education support inclute "local education agencies" 
lif^i? education agencies" (SEAs), "students," "institutions of higher 

eduction" (IHEs), and the "Federal Government" (FED), which itself is a recipient 
of Federal edu':atian funds when it spends directly for education and related 
activities, such as military academies. Federal libraries, and Federal schools. 
Also tabulated are "mixed" recipients, which is a category used when Federal 
StS^ funcis are available to more than one type of eligible recipient, and 

other* recipients, whidi include Indian tribes, private nonprofit agencies. State 
and local governments, and banks. 

Note that the initial recipient of Federal education funds is frequently not 
the ultimate recipient of the funds. For example, SEAs apply for anc^ get Federal 
aid that they pass on to their I£As, while much Federal student assistance is 
channeled thrxxigT. colleges to students who then use it for paying tuition at the 
same nffis.

556.4 billion in FY 88. The IHEs received the largest share, followed by l£As, 
Students, Other, Mixed, SEAs, and the Federal Government. Between FY 80 and 
FY 88, all types of recipients of Federal education funds received increased 
support (see table 8 and tables D and F) . 

In F5f 88 (see table 8) , lEAs were the largest recipients at the elementar/ 
and secondary education level. At the higher education level, it was students; 
at the "other" education level, SEAs; and for research, IHEs were the only 
recipients. For off-budget support, students were the largest recipients. 

In FY 88 (see table F) , ED was the largest provider of funds for LEAs, 
SEAs, and "other" recipients. The largest providers for "students" were 
off-budget support and the Departitent of Education. The largest provider for 
IHEs were off-budget support and the Department of Health and Human Services; 
for the Federal Government, the D^artment of Defense; and for the mixed 
category of recipients, the D^artment of Labor.

Total esqjendituries by public and private elementary and secondary schools and 
instituticns of hi^ier education fron all sources (Federal, State, and loced 
governments, and private! rose frcro $165.6 billicxi in FY 80 to an estiitated 
$308.8 billion in FY 88,* an increase of 86 percent (see table 9). Federed 
education support going to these institutiais, including off-budget aid and 
sipport for researcfc, rose by 39 percent during this period, fraa $23.7 billion 
to $33.0 billion^. Althou^ the total amount of Federal funding rose, the 
proportion of educational institution funding frcro Federal sources declined fron 
14 percent in FY 80 to almost 11 percent in FY 88. Becween FY 87 and FY 88, 
however, there was a small increase in the share of Federal si5}port. 

Estijnatsd institutional expenditures for public and private elementary and 
seoOTdary schools increased 79 percent between FY 80 and FY 88. During this time 
period Federal support rose by 20 percent, which incli^ded I£As and on-budget 
SEAs. The Departinent of Education (ED) was the largest source of all Federal 
sipport for LEAs and S2As. SEAs received 75 percent of their Federal education 
aid from ED, v*iile lEAs received 57 percent. Most of the rest of the Federal 
sipport for lEAs (40 percent) came frara the D^jartment of Agriculture (AG) . 

Estimated institutional ejqDenditures for IHEs increased 98 percent between 
FY 80 and FY 88. During this period. Federal program si^port for IHES, increased 
almost 60 percent and off-budget si^^xDrt for IHEs and SEAs, increased 142 
percent. The off-budget si^port (including only estimated share of student loans 
going to IHEs) and Departinent of Health and Human Services were the largest 
provider of Federal support for IHEs, accounting for 24 percent and 23 pr^rcent, 
of the Federal education aid in FY 88. Other major sources of Federal education 
aid for IHEs were ED, almost 16 percent; D^jartment of Energy, 12 percent; 
D^>artiient of Defense, 10 percent; and the National Science Foundation, with 
almost 8 percent. IHEs also received their Federal funds from the largest nuniber 
of different departments and agencies, minimizing their dependence on any one.

Data for U.S. Departinent of Education programs came fx on the A ppendix to 
the Budget of the U.S. Government , FY 1982 to 1989 editions. Budget offices of 
other Fedsral agencies provided infomaticai for all other Federal program 
support except for research funds, v*iich are obligaticxis r^x)rted by the 
National Science Foundation in Federal Funds for Research and Dgveloi:3»neiit , 
fisced years 1980 to 1988. All FY 88 data are estimated, including the 
Department of EdLx:ation. These estimates were trota the Federal agencies 
contacted and the Appendix to the Budget of the U.S. Government, 1989 . 

Except for money spent on reseeuxh, outlays w:re used to r^xDrt program 
funds to the extent possible. (ED tot2ds excluJe deductions for offsetting 
r3oeipts.) Sane Federal program funds not corancxily recognized as education 
assistance are adso included in the totals reported. For exanple, portions of 
Federal funds paid to some States and counties as shared revenues resulting 
from the sale of timber and minereds frcro public lands have been estimated as 
funds used for educatic^ purposes. Parts of the funds received by States (in 
1980) and localities (throu^out the period) under the General Revenue Sharing 
Program are 2dso included, as are porticais of Federal funds received by the 
District of Columbia. The share of these funds located to education was 
assumed equal to the share of general fund e^qDenditures for elementary and 
secondary educaticai by States and localities in the same year as r^xDrted by 
the U.S. Bureau of the Census in its annual publicaticxi. Governmental Finances . 

All State intergovemment£d esqpenditures for educatic^n were assumed 
earmarked for elementary/secondary education. Contributions of parent 
governments of dependent sdiool systems to their public schools amounted to 
approximately 9 percent of local government revenues and locad government 
revenue sharing in each year. Therefore, 9 percent of local government revenue 
sharing funds were assumed allocated each fiscal year to elementary and 
seoOTdary education. Parent government ocaitributions to public school systems 
were obtained fron the U.S. Bureau of the Census, Finances of Public School 
Systems . The amount of State revenue sharing funds edlocated for postseoondary 
education in 1980 was assumed to be 13 percent, the proportion of direct State 
ejqjenditures for institutions of hi^er education r^x>rted in Governmental 
Finances for that year. 

The share of Federad funds for the District of Columbia assigned to 
educaticMi was assumed equal to the share of the city's general fund 
e55)enditures for each level of education. 

For the job training programs conducted by the D^)artment of Labor, only 
estimated sums spent on classrocm training have been r^xDrted as educational 
program si^^port. 

During the 1970s, (CMB) pr^>ared annuad reports on Federal education 
progrcm st^^port. These were published in Special Angtlyses, Budget of the 
Unlterj States Government . The informaticxi presented in this r^x)rt is not, 
however, a oontinuaticxi of the CMB series. A number of differences in the two 
series should be noted. CMB required all Federal agencies to r^rt outlays 
for education-related programs using a standardized form, thereby assuring 
agency occplianoe in r^»rting. The scope of education programs r^xDrted here 
differa frcm CMB. Off-budget items such as the annual volume of guaranteed 
student loans were not included in CMB's reports. Finally, \«*iile some mention 
is made of an annuEd estimate of Federal tax esq^enditures, CMB did not include 
them in its eumued analysis of Federcil educaticxi support. Estimated Federal 
tax e^qxsnditures for oducaticxi are the difference between current Federal tax 
receipts and viiat these receipts would
